college as a freshman in 1881, joined the col- 
lege Y. M. C, A., and entered into all possibl. 
literary and church activities, but shunned 
attention awey from his studies.

While 
enjoying the highest degree of resect for his 
intellectual abilities, he was still liked by all 
the men in both classes of which he was a 
member, ‘85 and.’86, while lower elass men 
régarded him with awe. :

Merriam Analyzes Graft. 
Frong time to time in the long struggle 
for free government, the battlefield and the 
| weapons of warfare change,” Alderman Mer- 
riam said. “In our day the conditions of 
conflict are differént from those which con- 
fronted our fathers. The enemy does not 
march upon us in a brilliant line of scariet, 
‘or of gray, with flags flying, drums beating, 
with all the prde and panoply of war. They 
wear no unformes and bear none of the his-’ 
toric signs by which the foe is marked. We 
must battle with traitors within the camp— 
with men dsguised—with shame and with 
deceitg. . The successful dissimulator, the un- 
detected fraud, the smooth hypocrite—these 
are the modern type of public enemies.

of the office for president voluntarily pledged 
themselves to render a statement of cam- 
paign receipts and expenditures, and this 
promise was, in*both instances, fulfilied. 

“The pledge to enact such a law for tlle 
state bas been made by the leading political 
parties recently, but no action has been 
taken by the legisiature. The corrupt prac- 
tices provisions, applying only to the city of 
Chicago, were contained in the char- 
ter, but were stricken out by the legisiature.

Henckel of Donnersmareck in 1651, and in 1901 
Count Guido Henckel von Donnersmarck was 
created Prussian Prince of Donnersmarck 
and a serene highness by the present kaiser. 

Prince Donnersmarck, as Count , Guido 
Henckel von Donnersmarck, was a particu- 
lear favorite of the imperial couple at the 
Tuileries during the last few years of the 
reign of Napoleon II1., a frequent leader of 
the cotillons of Empress Eugenie’s celebrated 
Mohdays, and the most Parisian of Ger r

MacVeagh Decides Point Raised 
by Chicago Bankers. 


WRITES 40 JAMES B. FORGAN 


Letter Clears Way to Organize Emer- 
gency As- ociations. 


Washington D. C., Aug. 81.—Secretary 
MacVeagh has mede pis decisions on sev- 
eral questions the Chicago bankeqaised as to 
the interpretation of the law permitting the 
organisation of emergency currency associa- 
tions. 

In a letter the seccretary has written from 
his summer home at Dublin, N. H., to James 
B. Forgan, head of the Chicago clearing 
house committee, the questions have been 
disposed of in such a manner, it ie believed, 
as will clear the way for the banks of Chi- 
eago and all the other large western cities 
to form the emergency currency associations 
provided for in the Aldrich-Vreeland act of 
1908, and which are being strongly recom- 
mended to the banks by the treasury de- 
partment now. 

No Conflict with Banking Law. 

While the bankers of the middle west 
have maintained all along they could see 
nothing on the financial horizon to suggest 
an emergency issue of currency, and have 
taken some exceptions to various partes of 
the plan, their principal query has been for 
an interpretation of what will be regarded 
as “commercial paper.”

For the twelve months ended June 30 the 
Atchison reported to the eommission an in- 
crease in operating revenue of $10,200,645 
over the preceding twelve months, and an in- 
crease of $10,568,577 in opera expenses 
which at first blush carries the impression 
(that the operating expenses are wing 
faster than the revenues. But a little anal- 
yeie of the figures shows where such an im- 
pression is manifestly incorrect. The oper- 
ating income for the year was $27,576,012, an 
increase of $1,105,062 over what it was the 
preceding year. ip 

The maintenance of ways and structures 
for the twelve months cost the road $14,067,- 
401 and the maintenance of equipment $12,- 
884,806. The total of the maintenance figures 
was then nearly $27,000,000, whereas the total 
transportation expenses during the year 
were $25,370,066. However, a comparison 
with the figures for the preceding year shows 
that there has been an extended effort to 
make the maintenance figures outreach the 


transportation expenses. The above figures 


represent an increase of $3,997,119 in maip- 
tenance of ways and structures and an in- 
crease of $1,457,072 in maintenance of equip- 
ment. The total of this Increase ls more than 
$5,000,000, whereas the increase in transpor- 
tation expenses was $4,080,436. 


April Report Is Misleading. 
Such a condition of affairs has been evi- 
dent for some time past. A representative 
month wae last April. For that month the 
total operating revenue was $7,017,702 end 
the total operating expenses were $5,202,054. 
The excess in the increase of expenses over 
the increase of revenue wag about $200,000.

No explanation of this action can be n
